Onc of the 
contributing factors to malnutrition 
in the Colony Is undoubtedly the high 
cost of Jiving, prevallingg ever since 
the commencement of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities, and which con- 
tinues to increase. From July to, 
December, 1938, the official statistical 
figure of the cost of food and fuel per 
head per week was $1.35, and in the 
first slx-months of 1940 it rose to 
$1.77. In July lust it jumped to $2.02, 
and as recently as last month there 
was onother inerease, the {gure then 
being $2.21. 


Even taking the very low “whole- 
sale” figure of $1.05 per adult per 
week. for inmates of the Government 
refugee camps, in a.famlly of father, 
three to four children, 
equivalent to a total of five adults in 
all, the. expenditure on food and fuel 
alone would amount to $5.25 a week.

Steel Works Reduced 
To Blazing Rubble:

LONDON, Dec. 8 (UP).— 
Striking with new fury of 
‘destruction-at-the-vitals-of-the- 
German war machine, R.A.F. 
bembers are reported to ‘have 
reduced many buildings of the 
Reich’s biggest steel works into 
“blazing heaps of rubble,” and 
set fire to six Nazi: held naval 
bases and seaports. 

In what may have been the 
R.A.F.’s mightiest blow to date, 
nearly 4,000 incendiary bombs 
and many -high explosives were 
unloaded Inst night on the huge 
Press & Walzwoke stecl works 
blast-furnaces at Dusseldorf, 
engulfing the plant in raging 
flames, according to the Air 
Ministry. & 


Coast Ports Battered 


At the same time, Anierican-made 
Hudson planes of the Coastal Com- 
mand were battering Brest, Lorient, 
Dunkitk, ‘Antwerp, Calnis and 
Bolougne and the German aerodrames 
stretching across France, Holland and 
Belgium.

The position'so far as quinine sup- 
plies for use on estates and mines was 
concerned could be rectified by their 
hospitals and dispensaries laying 
down a year’s reserve ‘supply.
